NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R. 1036(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the All 
India Services Act 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central 
Government, after consultation with the Governments 
of the States concerned, hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Indian Administrative 
Service (Probation) Rules, 1954, namely :—- 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Adminis¬ 
trative Service (Probation) Amendment Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Administrative Service (Probation) 
Rules, 1954 :—(i) in rule 3,— 

(a) For sub-rule (1) the following shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely :— 

"(1). Every person recruited for the service 
in accordance with the Indian Adminis¬ 
trative Service (Appointment by Com¬ 
petitive Examination) Regulations, 1955 
shall be appointed to the Service on pro¬ 
bation for a period of two years.” 

(b) in sub-rule (2),—(1) the word ‘or’ at' the 

end of clause (ii) shall be omitted; 

(2) clause (iii) shall be omitted; 

(c) for sub-rule (3) and sub-rule (3A), the fol¬ 

lowing shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(3) The Central Government may, if it so 
thinks fit, in any case extend the period 
of probation for a period of one year. 

f3A) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
eub-rule (3) if during the period of pro¬ 
bation a prekationer is placed under 
suspension pending investigation, inquiry 
trial relating to a criminal charge against 
him or pending disciplinary prceedings 
which are contemplated or started against 
him, the period of his probation may be 


extended for such period as the Central 
Government may think fit in the circum¬ 
stances of the case.”; 

(ii) ill rule 4, for the proviso, the following shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“Provided that the provisions of this rule shall 
not apply to probationers appointed to 
the Service in accordance with the Indian 
Administrative Service (Appointment by 
Promotion) Regulations, 1955 or the 
Indian Administrative Service (Appoint¬ 
ment by selection) Regulations, 1956.”; 

(iii) for rule 6, the following shall be substituted, 

namely :— 

“6, Record in Academy .—(1) A probationer 
under training shall attend such lectures 
and undergo such examinations, tests and 
exercises as the Director or the State 
Government, as the case may be, may 
from time to time direct. 

(2) At the end of the period of training, the 
Director shall assess the record in the 
Academy and in the State, of such proba¬ 
tioner by awarding him such number of 
marks out of a maximum of 900 marks 
in accordance with such instructions as 
may be issued by the Central Government 
>n this behalf.”; 

(iv) for rule 7, the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“7. Final Examination:—Every probationer 
shall during the course of training ap¬ 
pear at a final examination to be conduct¬ 
ed by the Director in accordance with 
such regulations as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, In consultation with State 
Governments and the Commission from 
time to time, make.”; 

(v) for rule 8, the following shall be substituted, 

namely :— 

“8. Failure to appear at the final examination 
in certain circumstances :—Where a pro¬ 
bationer is prevented, either through 
sickness or other cause over which be has 
no control from appearing at the final 
examination, the Central Government 
may allow him to appear at a special 
examination which the Director may hold 
for the purpose, normally within a period 
of three months from the last date of the 
final examination in which the proba¬ 
tioner did not appear.”; 

(vj) for rule 9, the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“9. Failure t'o pass the final examination:— 
Where a probationer fails to obtain the 
minimum number of marks prescribed 
for any subject group of subiec’s or 
part of tbe final examination under ffie 
regulations framed in rule 7. the Central 
Government may permit him to sit for 
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^e-examinatijon in the subject Jor sub¬ 
jects or subjects in which he failed : 

Provided that the marks awarded to a probationer 
in such re-examination shall not be taken into ac¬ 
count in determining the seniority : 

Provided further that this rule shall also apply to 
a probationer who was permitted to take a special 
examination in the circumstances mentioned in rule 
8 .” 

(vii) for sub-rule (1) of rule 10, the following 
shall be substituted, namely 

'TO. Seniority of probationers ; (1) The 
Central Government shall prepare a list 
of all probationers who are appointed 
to the Service on the results of the same 
competitive examination. Such list shall 
be arranged in order of merit which shall 
be determined in accordance with the ag¬ 
gregate marks obtained by each proba¬ 
tioner :— 

(a) at the competitive examination; 

(b) in respect of his record in the Academy 
and in the State; and 

(c) at the final examination or the special- 

examination in the circumstances men¬ 
tioned in rule 8. 

Provided that if two or more probationers have 
securred equal number of marks in the aggregate, 
their .order of therit shall be the order of their dates 
of birth.”; 

(viii) for rule 11, the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

”11. Discipline and Conduct :—(1) while at 
the Academy, a probationer shall be 
under the disciplinary control of the 
Director and shall obey any such general 
and special orders as may be given by 
him from time to time. 

(2) The All India Services (Conduct) Rules, 1968 
and the All India Services (Discipline and Appeal) 
Rules, 1969 shall, so far as may be, apply to a pro¬ 
bationer.”; 

(ix) for rule 12, the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“12. Discharge of a probationer ; A proba¬ 
tioner shall be liable to be discharged 
from Service or, as the case may be 
reverted to the permanent post on which 
he holds a lien or would hold a lien had 
it not been suspended under the rules 
applicable to him prior to his appoint¬ 
ment to the Service, if— 

(a) he fails to pass therc-examination 
under rule 9, or 

(b) if the Central Government is satisfied 
that the probationer was ineligible for 
recruitment' to the Service or is unsuit¬ 
able for being a member of the Service 
or 


(c) in the opinion of the Central Govern¬ 
ment he has wilfully neglected his pro- 
bationery studies or duties; or 

(d) he is found lacking in qualities of mind 

and character needed for the Service; 
or 

(e) he fails to comply with any of the pro¬ 
visions of these rules. 

Provided that except in a case falling under clause 
(a) above, the Central Government shall hold a 
summary enquiry before passing an order under these 
rules”.
